outside and equally devoid of individu- 
ality within. The Anglo-Saxon owns 
his honae and makes it comfortable for 
himself and his family. The Prussian 
lives in an apartment house, along with 
perhaps a dozen more families, all of 
them subject to the petty tyranny of a 
porter whose duties are dangerously 
near to those of a police agent Thus 
the individual taste of a Berlin artist, 
writer, actor or other notable resident 
Buds no expression through bis architec- 
tural surroundings. A Helmholtz, » 
Hommsen, a Menzel or a Virchow is 
in Berlin as little identified with his 
house as a soldier with his barracks. 
This form of living has its conveniences, 
particularly to a bachelor, but is not 
conducive to interest in those who seek 
tbe literary landmarks of great capitals.

tbe United States silver contmissiou^rs 
squeeze your band and even give you a 
gentle bug. You can offer tu do some- 
thing on the condition that you can take 
it back whenever the price of silver 
does not suit yon, and of course yon 
can declare any day that tbe price is 
not satisfactory to you. We only want 
the trick to last until after the United 
States elections early in November. It 
will help make a large number of silver 
advocates in the United States help oar 


an Fiatitia into the senate.'' 
Tbe trick is gross and palpable. Small 


rogues who practice such frauds upon 
the people at country fairs are sent to 
tbe workhonee by petty magistrates.

An inaoratiuu thai now promise* to

if holding street fain, in country towns 
throughout tiio north west. These have 
already boeii truxl in uiauy tecttons of 
Minnesota and the Dakotas w ith such 
satisfactory results that they nromise to 
supersede the old failiiojied county fair, 
with its horse race*, "fake" shows and 
swindles. 


Tho strwt fair owes ita origin to the 


Boa&i&n immigrants vrho have estab- 
lished a number of colonies in the south 
central part of North Dakota, along the 
banks of the Missouri river, in McPher- 
son. Cameron and Walworth counties. 
Following a cnetom to which they bad 
become attached while subjects of tho 
czar, no sooner had they become tbe 
owners of fat cattle and abundant crops 
than they selected the best they had to 
offer and assembled in the streets of 
the little •Tillages, proudly displaying 
tbeir possessions and filling the air 
with tbe babel of their unintelligible 
jargon, much to the amusement of the 
American raadents and incidentally 
to tta profit of such of them as bad 
products to nell. It was soon discovered 
by the natives that this cuatoia could 
be made to torn a pret y profit, and it 
was encouraged. Buyers of farm prod- 
ucts were notified, and the street fair 
became a sort of rural clearing bouse 
through which the farmers' wares were 
disposed of, the money received in re- 
niru being tranMerrai, witu bat iutio 
loss of time, to the pockets of the mer- 
chants. 


There chanced to be present at one of 


iese fairs a lady from the busy little 
city of Faribanlt, Minn. She studied 
them closely, noted their advantages 
and became impressed •with the idea 
that they would be a profitable and in- 
teresting venture for the older commu- 
nities. When she returned home, she 
went to the business men of the town, 
explained her plans to them and asked 
their co-operation. A number of those 
approached on the eabject gave ber the 
aid asked for, and the details were ar- 
ranged and given to tho newspapers. 
There was, of course, the usual amount 
of curiosity regarding a fair to be held 
on one of the busiest streets of a city, 
and the result was that the attendance 
was a surprise to even the most san- 
guine of the promoters. The city was 
thronged all day, the exhibits were all 
of a high grade, many sales, both of 
produce and merchandise, were made, 
and every one was thoroughly 'satisfied. 


Since then the street fairs have been 


growing in popularity. The plan under 
which they are conducted is an extreme- 
ly simple one and consists of an organ 
ization made up of the merchants and 
business men, who conduct {he fair at a 
slight expense. There is no entry fee or 
any other expense to any exhibitor and 
instead of the Email cash premium nsn 
ally offered by the management of tho 
county fairs, each merchant offers as a 
premium some useful article from his 
stock of poods, and often a second and 
third premium. On the day set apart 
far the fair the fortstrs bring in their 
exhibits and turn thtm over to tho 
merchant offering prizes for them. The 
merchant offering a premium for the 
largest head of cabbage, for example, 
will have the front of his store pilec 
high with that vegetable, while other 
kinds of produce will be displayed alonj, 
the streets where suitable prizes are 
offered. As soon as the merchant re 


vo the viiiibit he plaoes a numbercc 


card thereon and puts it outside his 
store. The i.u;::u of th» exhibitor is not 
given, BO that there shall be no favorit 
ism shown in making the awards. The 
result is that the streets are lined for 
their entire distance with choice speci 
mensof the products grown on the Mm 
nesota farms. 


At Winona this year the street fair 


which has just been held, was made 
rather more elaborate than usual am 
with the best results. Three halls were 
engaged and fitted for tho displays, tin 
Street exhibitions being also cousin ae<l 
The city authorities planned several 
features for the entertainment of their 
country visitors, such as a bicycle paradi 
in the evening, a parade of the schoo 
children, a run by the fire department 
speed trials on one of the streets, bant 
concerts, etc. Excursion trains were run 
on all the railroads, and the city had n 
gala time- Over 1,400 entries were 
made by tho farmers. As at all the othe 
street fairs, the mercliants made specia 
prices on goods, buyers had been noti 
fled to be ou hand, and th'e amount of 
business done was most gratifying. — 
Cor.

There were some advanced thinkers 


the extension of the suffrage the work 
ing clauses had so much political power 
in their h%fl<fo that trades unionism was 
no longer so necessary for them as H 
once was. They pointed to the compen- 
sation act of the present year, and they 
said, "There is an act which grres even 
to members of the trades unions some- 
thing more than by trades nnion effort 
they have had in the past" It was 
quite true so far as certain trades went 
—and mining was one of them—and 
so far as compensation for injury went, 
that the act had done a great deal 
more in certain directions than had 
been done by trades union effort Bnt 
let them look at the enormous field re- 
maining outside the particular question 
of compensation for accident and see 
how necessary was organized union in 
order to obtain the fall advantage of 
the system of compensation brought in- 
to force. 


Child Uhar la Knfland. 


The following resolution was adopted 


at the recent convention of the trades 
union congress at Birmingham, Eng- 
land: 


"Considering that tho employment of 


children in factories and workshops and 
on board river and canal craft, and their 
consequent exploitation by the capital- 
ists, is injurious to tho children, unjust 
to their parents ami a crime against the 
hutnau race; considering the infamous 
fact that the children of the working 
class have not the saino opportunities 
of tho classroom and the playground as 
the children of the capitalist class; con- 
sidering that in this connection Great 
Britain is behind other countries; con- 
sidering that unhappy parents, under 
an unhappy system, are actually will- 
ing and even anxious to have their chil- 
dern torn from school and hurled into 
the factory, this congress is of opinion 
that the time has come for Great Brit- 
ain to cease building its empire on chil- 
dren's hearts, to give up coi^ung its 
wealth out of children's wasted lives, 
and hereby instincts the parliamentary 
committee to demand as a temporary 
minimum from the government the ab- 
olition of child labor under the ago of 
15 and of all night labor under the ago 
of 18." 


Secretary WlUon MUtaken. 


A number of local labor leaders have 


taken exceptions to the interview of 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, after 
the latter had returned to "Washington 
from a western trip, in which ho is 
quoted as having said that there was not 
an idle man west of the Mississippi. 
The secretary went as far west as Mon- 
tana sod Utah and says that the farm- 
ers are in high spirits.

falsity of Secretary Wilson's 


statement would 1» apparent to any 
owe," said J. T. Kelley of the Electric- 
al Workers, "if they would stand for a 
half an hour any morning in front of 
tho Emil building, whore the building 
trades headquarter)! are.

"General Grunt did not attend, 


and Mr. Lincoln, accompanied by 
Mrs. Lincoln and Colonel Eatbbone 
of tho United States army, made up 
the presidential party. They occu- 
pied the right baud box on the dress 
circle. 


"The third act of the play bad be- 


gun and Harry Hawk, an actor in 
the company, had just appeared on 
the stage from the left, when there 
was the report of a pistol shot 
Looking ov«&r at the pietiilent'sbox, 
I saw a man standing and gesticu- 
lating at the occupants.

Hundreds of hair traders walk 
up and down the one street of the vil- 
lage, their shears dangling from their 
belts, and inspect' the braids which the 
peasant girls, standing on the steps i.f 
the houses, let down for inspection. If 
a bargain is struck, the hair is cut and 
the money paid on the spot, the price 
varying from 60 cents to £5 iu our 
money. 


"A woman's hair may grow to the 


length of 6 feet,: and I know a lady 
who has been offered and refused $500 
for her crown of glory, which is ovei 
6 feet long. A single female hair will 
bear up a weight of four^ ounces with- 
out breaking, bnt the hair thus heavily.

There are some 2,000 importers, manu- 
facturers and dealers iu human hair in 
the United States.— Washington Star.

In each end of 
tbe basket, higher up than the door, 
there is a small square window.

To-day Is the greatest Jewish hol- 


iday, tbe Day of Atonement—Yom 
Kippur, as It it called In Hebrew. It 
begins, like all Jewish festivities, on 
the previous evening. In the"Jew- 
ish calendar it b tbe tenth day of the 
month of TUhri, on which tbe He- 
brews begin their religions year. 


The orthodox Hebrews believe that 


on Hew Year's Day God judges all 
the Inhabitant* of tbe world escort- 
ing to their conduct during tbe past 
year, and enters his judgment in a 
large book called "The Book of 
Fate." This judgment is believed to 
Include punishments in the form of 
misfortune?, sickness »nd perhaps 
death during tbe coming year. This 
book of fate is closed on New Year's 
Day at sundown, but it Is left un- 
sealed for ten days, and on the tenth 
day (Yom Kippur) it is sealed. It is 
also believed that sincere penitence 
on tbe part of sinners will move God 
to erase bad judgments and substi- 
tute good onea tor 
them. 
Tbe

penitence, 


distinguished by prayers, which are 
recited before daybreak. Very pious 
Jews used to feast daring all these 
ten days, taking only one meal after 
nightfall, but this class of ascetics 
lave, with possibly a few exceptions 
In the eastern countries, entirely dis- 
appeared. The fasting is now re- 
served to Yom Kippur only, and even 
on that day it is not as generally 
observed as was the case a generation 
ago. The observance of tbe Day of 
Atonement is baaed on tbe law in 
Leviticus, sixteenth chapter, where 
it appears as a ceremony of lustra- 
tion of the temple, while in Nehe- 
mlah, eighth chapter, it appears as 
the termination of a series of revival 
meetings preceding the Feast of the 
Tabernacles, then tbe greatest of all 
Jewish festivals. Since the destruc- 
tion of the temple at Jerusalem the 
Yom Kippnr bas become a day of 
penitence. The Biblical injunction: 
"Yon shall afflict your souls," was 
understood as abstinence from eating 
and drinking, bathing and anointing 
Strictly observant Jews bave not 
even rinsed tbeir mouths since last 
evening and will not until this even- 
ing 
Their only ablution Is in the 


morning, when they wash their fin-' 
gers and tbeir eyes. They wear no 
shoes all day aa another part of self- 
affliction. It may be that for this 
teason they used to cover the floor of 
tbeir synagogues with bay 
All mar- 


ried men used to wear white lines 
gowns girded with a linen ribbon 
and a linen cap on their beads. The 
women were also dressed In white 
and wore white bonnets. These were 
preserved and used 
afterward as 


shrouds, the Jewish law prohibiting 
all other garments for the dead. 


The celebration of the day began 


before dark and ended after three 
stars could be eeen the next evening 
Tbe regular Jewish service baa three 
dally prayers, to which on Sabbath 
and holidays a fourth one is added 
On Yom Kippur there are five. 
These prayers, however, would not 
occupy the whole day, and therefore 
t number of hymns, biblical selec- 
tions, besides tbe reading from the 
?eutateuch aro added, and tbe or- 
.hodox Jews thus spend tbe whole 
lay from sunrise until dark in their 
synagogues 


At the close of the services the 


shofar (a ram's horn) is blown in re- 
nembrance of tbe Jubilee Year. 
Tbea the blessing is said over a cup 
of wine and a braided wax candle, 
which It the first Ught allowed the 
lew to kindle, for on Ycm Kippur, 
just as on Sabbath, ihs lighting of 
ire Is sinful. 
Pious Jews, tberefore, 


hava a candle bnruioK all day in 
their homes. After tbe services the 
worshipers congratulate each other, 
expressing tbe h^pe thai their pray- 
er* were answered. 


In modern times customs have 


greatly been changed 
The services 


ire not read exclusively in Hebrew, 
but to a great part In the vernacular. 
They begin later in tbe evening and 
also later in the 
morning 
Tbe 


white gowns bave dlsappesred and 
the .shoes are not taken off tbe feet; 
even the fasting is not generally ob 
served in the reform congregations, 
although officially it is still consid- 
ered as obligatory. The ancient cus- 
toms are still observed by some 
eirlctly orJcodox Hebrews 


PHILOSOPHERS 


Tbe membeie of the Lima Philo- 


sophical Society met last evening in 
tbe circuit court room and listened to 
a discussion of a very interesting sub- 
ject. Tbe question under discussion 
was, 
"Doee the Supernatural Ex- 


ist?" It was tbe opinion of all wbo 
participated in tbe discussion tbat 
tbe supernatural did exUt, but they 
differed in tbeir opinion of tbe man- 
ner in which tbe supernatural man- 
ifested. Dr. Mumaugh, wbo always 
presente well written papers on deep 
philosophical subjects, read the open- 
Ing paper. It was evident tbat be 
had made a study of tbe question and 
that his conclusions drawn were logi- 
cal and well founded on reason.

historical: 


psychology. It was also proven by 
tbe immortality of tbe soul, through 
works of genius, prophecy, through 
prophetic dreams and other abnor- 
mal phenomena. Man be believed 
to be but an instrument in tbe band* 
of Providence; tbat tbls la shown in 
the lives ot men and In the history 
ot nations. 


Judge Rlebie bad tbe second paper, 


but as court bad detained him at 
Sidney, O. M Spraaue read tbe paper 
which the judge had prepared. The 
judge acknowledged the existence of 
tbe supernatural. He maintained 
tbat every life rested on general laws 
Instead of there being an extraordi- 
nary impression and presentment of 
tbe supernatural. Because certain 
manifestations are inexplicable it 
does not prove that they are super- 
natural. 


Mr. Prophet spoke extemporane- 


ously and substantially took 
tbe 


same position as did judge Richie. 


Rev. 
Thomson maintained very 


strongly tbat the supernatural does 
exist, and held tbat Its existence Is 
more strongly proven by geology than 
by any other means. 


Mr. Eastman recognised the exist- 


ence ot the supernatural and main- 
tained tbat men, through or by 
means ot tbe supernatural rather than 
by natural laws, were raised from low 
and degraded positions to those ot re- 
spect and honor.

question will be discussed, and no 
loubt great interest will be aroused 
n tbe dlccuMicu. Tbe speakers will 
be Messrs Eastman and Lamlson, 
and tbe subject.
